There were even jeers when the 
crowds outside sensed the haughty 
superiority of the former kaiser and 
the princess as they emerged from 
the porter’s lodge after the first wed- 
ding ceremony and quickly entered the 
heavily ‘curtained ‘limousine to be 
driven to the castle for the remain- 
ing religious rites. 

In the great hall of the castle a 
circle of guests, resplendent in the 
trappings of a fallen empire, waited 
for the “royal” pair. Scarlet uniforms, 
clanking swords, decollette gowns, 
jewels that once sparkled at gay Sans 
Souci—but not so many of them, for 
fallen royalty finds it hard 
with food so expensive.

The Baltic 
was frozen, it is said, so that horse 
sleighs could cross from Germany to 
Sweden. Rivers alternately over- 
flowed their banks and dwindled away 
to almost nothing. He is even more 
alarming when he remarks that the 
last time Alpha Centauri came really 
close to the earth, only 3.2 light years, 
was 28,000 years ago, the approximate 
date of the last great ice age.” 

Still, “there is hope,’ in the fact 
that the date for the trouble is as 
far off as it is; and we do not in- 
tend to abandon what worries we 
have for this alleged greater one.

Editor Constitution: You kindly printed 
my communication on ‘Christian Unity,”’ 
and I desire to follow it up with some sug- 
gestions as to Christian truth that can be 
urged by all Christians, irrespective of de- 
nomination or creed. 

There is the great truth of the life and 
teachings of Christ as set forth in the four 
gospels, the Acts of the Apostles, and the 
great letters of Panl and the others of the 
New Testament writers. 

This life and these teachings, which have 
come down to the present generation of 
Christians, in authentic form, are the great- 
est the world bas ever known, and this fact 
is admitted by all Christian thinkers. The 
greatest personality the world has ever 
known is presented in these gospels and 
records, and the greatest teachings that 
have ever been presented for human thought 
are given to us in His words as revealed 
therein. And the world is divided on doc- 
trine and doctrinal teaching, while the great 
underlying facts, as revealed by these rec- 
ords, are unquestioned.

THE HOT AIR COUGH. 

Chronic bronchitis is the usual ex- 
planation for the annually recurring 
winter cough of the aged. Old age 
is a state of mind primarily, and pre- 
ventable if taken in time. One of 
the earliest warning signals of the 
approach of old age is the insidously 
growing fondness for a place ciose to 
the fire, a chimney corner nook, ‘and 
other forms of coddling. The metab- 
olism slows down in elderly individ- 
uals, the combustion process or vital 
fire languishes or smoulders, the sys- 
tem absorbs less oxygen, and the 
individual finds it more difficnlt to 
keep nice and warm. In youth, when 
the vital fire burns briskly and mwetab- 
olism is top hoic, why, the only prob- 
lem is to keep cool and well; but the 
old folk, with a lower speed of metab- 
olism, practice all sorts of deceptions 
and employ all sorts of artifices in 
the attempt to keep warm. 

Now what really is the right of 
this; do the old folks sit about ana 
avoid physical activity because they 
are “poorly” and havren’t an active 
circulation and can’t stand the cold 
weather? Or are these enfeeblements 
due to the bad habits old folks acquire 
of sitting around and neglecting the 
opportunity to get their daily oxygen 
on the hoof? Does the fire burn low 
because the draft has been shut off, 
or is the draft closed because the 
fire is burning low 2% 

One of the most pernicious habits 
or practices cultivated by folks with 
the senile turn of mind is overhear 
ing the air of dwellings. When the 
household temperature is maintained | 
at a point well above, 68 degrees F., 
unless some exceptionally | efficient 
method of moistening the air is em- 
ployed the atmospbere becomes dryer 
than the parched air of the desert 
and the delicate mucuous membrane 
of the breathing passages can't endure 
such unnatural dryress long without 
suffering damage. So here you have

GEORGIA FARMERS 
USE EXPLOSIVES 
TO CLEAR LANDS 


Athens, Ga., November 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Farmers of Georgia are in- 
terested in land clearing ag is evi- 
denced by the recent large shipments 
into the state of picric acid, high pow- 
er explosive, now being distributed by 
the United States bureau of public 
roads. 

According to J. K. Giles, assistant 
director of extension, Georgia State 
College of Agriculture, sufficient 
amounts of this material have been 
distributed to rid approximately 25.- 
QOO acres of iand of stumps. This 
is a decidedly forward step by the 
farmers of Georgia, and means that 
they are taking advantage of this op- 
portunity to bring cut-over land into 
cultivation at a low cost. 

There is a large supply of picric 
acid now ready for distribution to any 
farmer who wishes to use it. It is 
being distributed by the United 
States bureau of public roads through 
the Georgia College of Agriculture, 
and ‘the only cost is 7 cents per pound 
for dehydration and cartridging. This 
material has 25 per cent more power 
than dynamite, and is not so danger- 
ous to handle. 

This explosive is being used not 
only for blowing stumps, but for ditch- 
ing and for loosening holes for set- 
ting out trees. -Good results are be- 
ing obtained. Farmers desiring to 
secure this material should communi- 
cate with their county agent, or the 
Georgia State College of Agriculture, 
Athéns, Ga. \

As roasts require a high tempera- 
ture at the start in order to seer the 
surface. you will find that the best 
roasting pan is of iron or good agate 
wear, You will do better, moreover, 
to get an oval pan, as it can be more 
carefully cleaned than one with sharp 
corners. There is less danger, if you 
select this shape, that particles of fat 
will stick to the pan, grow rancid 
and impart an unpleasant odor to 
your utensil or a taint to the food. 

When you buy your iron roasting 
pan you will usually find that it is 
creased. This is to prevent rusting 
while the store carries it in stock. It 
will be better if you buy a pan that 
has another pan to serve as cover. 
Note, too, whether the one you buy 
has small side openings with a slide 
that permits of ventilation when de- 
sired or that can be closed when one 
wishes to steam foods. The better 
tvpes of roasting pan have this little 
air slide. 

The important feafure fn using one 
of these iron roasting pans. particu- 
larlv if they have corners, is to wash 
it clean so that no particles of food 
remain and no rust is allowed 
form.
